Even at this advanced stage of the proctice of Physical 
therapy, one still encounters violations of this self evident requisite 
In some offices tlxi pe^reon in charge has neither special training 
nor interest in the subject*'Still others expect to ^Pick up”'physical 
techniques, in a few minutes, after a salesmans demonstration, aM 
handle potentially dangerous apparatus without ever having a course 
of practical instruction on the subject, ®o me.this is a breach of

^ Ih the case of refe'&ed patients^ some physicians^, when ’ 
rsfer^ng a patient, will give the patient a xvritten prescription, to 
the therapist, with detailed instructions as to just xirhat is to be 
done by the therapist, others xvill call and tell the therapist they ' 
are refei^ng a patient, giving the diagnosis and verbal Instructiona** 
Others x-i?ill refer a pxtient xTfithout even calling, telling the patient, 
that you are very capable and will know xvhat to do* In'any case whet¬ 
her it be detailed prescription or verbal instructions, or the treat¬ 
ment is left to your own judgment, your ethical code should be suffi¬ 
cient to carry out your orders without question, to the best of your 
ability,‘to establish cooperation betxT?een the physician, patient 
yourself, even if your experience tells you that another method 
would be more satisfactory* Some times X7hen the refejfj.ng physician 
has confidence in your ability, you can make tactful suggestions.

Exactly what effects does it have on the human system? Professor 
Enders told Congressional probers ”I am oonvinoed enough of the pos** 
sill© harmfulness to refuse to buy such poultry for family use*" ' 
Sinoe the estrogen pellets has a harmful effect on human system, 
perhaps there is some economical basis for its use* Is there? Nol 
Here is what the drug does; 

It increases the weight of poultry by causing retention of v/atger 
in the chioken*s system and increasing the fat contents*—-—*deceVing ’ 
the consumer* It makes for better appearance of the caroas in general, 
giving it better "Bloom” and more fat immediately beneath the skin, 
which is yellower* * 

Even if these injections viere not endangering the public health; 
they should be outlawed on the basis of their economic fradulence* 
Ilere^s what Professor Enders told Congressional probers about that 
phase of the matter; ' 

’■On the economic side, I agree with those endocrinologist*^ who say 
that the use of the drug-—is an economic fraud* Chicken feed is not 
saved; it is merely turned into fat instead of proteino Eat is 
abundant in the American diet, so more is undesirable* Protein is what 
one wants from poultry* By their own admission, it ta the improvment 
in appearance and inoreose in fat that makes it more profitable to the 
wultrymen to use the dr-ug® This fat is so very doubtfu.1 value and is 
.in. no way the dietary equal of the protein that the consumer thinks 
he la paying for*** ' ' ’ ’ 

Aa far as the consuming public is concerned, Dr« Theodore B^i'ly, 
who la in charge of the Animal Husbandry Division of the UoS* Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, has stated, that the use of estrogen to fatten 
chickens is "Definitely not necessary*" ' 

It just increases the profit of the poultrymeni So far, strange, 
mysterious powers have caused Congress to close its eyes to the find¬ 
ings and warnings of recognized medical authorities* Instead, the sit- 
uationeeems to grow increasingly worse* How bad it may become vjas hin¬ 
ted in a revelation by Dr* Byerly x7hen he told V/ashington investigat¬ 
ors that many breeders are now experimenting with the rose of extrogen 
produots to fatten swine, cattle, sheep, and lanhs*

’^The Chiropractic profession, which Is the second largest of the 
healing §rts, serves more than a quarter million people in Washington 
State* A monopolist state law threatens to eliminate Ohiropractors and 
will thus eventually deny its use to the thousands vjho depend upon it 
for their health needs. 

Althoudh Ohiropractors where granted legal status in the State of 
Washington in 1919, a "So-called" basic science law was enacted in 1927 
which compels every applioant to practice Chiropractic to submit first 
■to a separate examination before a board composed of members indoctrin¬ 
ated in or teaching medical theory and practice only* 

In practice under this law, a competitive, hostile profession holds 
power to alt in judgment and eliminate qualified Chiropractors# There 
is a wealth of evidence, including sworn testimoney in Washington 
Superior Courts, to prove that these examinations have been so conducted 
that Ohiropractors with passing grades were failed by this board* The 
right to examine thus becomes the power to destroy and unless a correct— 
ted will mean the extinction of Ghiropractic# It will be but a matter 
of time until there are no Chiropraotora left in our state to serve the 
people who depend upon thm for their health needs* 

sliaymen patients and friends of Chiropractic iirho are aroused at this 
threat to their freedom of choice have formed the State Committee for 
Health Freedom and are actively sponsoring Initiative"188* The Committee 
is a State-wide non-parttaan, non-profit organization, dedicated to 
resist and eliminate unjust practices in the healing arts* It supports 
the right of each healing profession to examine its own applicants for 
license and to practice its particular branch of healing under a syst®a 
of free enterprise* Local chapters of the Committee have been formed

Chiropractors do not object to being examined in the Basic Science 
Subjects, their leaders point out# But they do believe they should 
have the right to"examine their own applicants—a privilege ejoyed by

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? laitiative'lo. 188 will return to the Ghiropractic profession the 
right to examine its oiiii members, thus freeing them from the present 
monopolistic licensing controal by different profession. It provides 
that Ghiroptactic applicants will still be examined in all basic sotesh- 
ce subjects, but jurisdiction for conduction the examination is trans^ 
fered to the Board of Chiropractic Examiners* 

Educational requirements for license to practice will be raised*Tr 
a progressive step leaders of the profession have been attempting 
to do for years but have been unable to do through the state legisla- 
ture. Under initiative 188 applicants will be required to have a mini- 
nmm of 4,000 hours in a recognized Chiropractic College, which is the 
equivtlent of 7 years from recognized Chiropractic schools* 

There is nothing in Initiative 188 i^hich will interfear with ths 
rights or welfare of any citizen or professional group. But it will 
correct an unjust monopolistic situation and will guarntee that 
those citizens Who depend upon Chiropractic will continue to have the 
opportunity to obtain its services. It will also permit the Chiroprac¬ 
tic profession to provide a higher quality of professiopial care to 
those whom it serves* 

headers of the Committee for Health Freedom are elated at the 
public response in the few days that petitions have been in circulat¬ 
ion, It demonstrates that our citizens are opposed to monopoly in any 
form and are determined that their personal liberties will hot be 
jeopardized by an unjust law which deprives then of their freedom of 
choice* They are confident that the T-oters of the State of Vfeshington 
are overwhelmingly of the same opinion and will enact Initiative 188 
into law this November*
